A railroad train was thrown into the Mis­ 
sissippi river yesterday, near Lansing, Iowa, 
and fifteen persons Injured. 
A heavy rain storm prevailed In New York 
yesterday afternoon. 
Fred Douglass is reported to have pro­ 
nounced In favor of a war of races between 
the whites and blacks. 
A flash of llghtn'ng started a Are at Oil City 
yesterday, by which an Immense am ount of 
property was destroyed. 


T h a t there m ight be no m istake 
about it, the compositor added 18,000

B id w e ll in the item 
about majorties in yesterday morn­ 
ing’s H e r a ld . 


T h e Ledger insists that San Fran­ 
cisco is a beautiful city. There is a 
sort of beauty about a chain of sand 
hills while in their natural shape but 
art generally mars the prospect. How­ 
ever we do not care to argue with the 
Ledger. 


T h e moral obliquity that could in­ 
dite such an article as appeared in a 
leader in a recent number of the E x­ 
press on the late Wm. C. R a l s t o n , 
passes our comprehension. We can­ 
not understand a nature that plays 
sycophant to the living rich one day, 
and kioks and ridicules the dead lion 
the next. There is a species of selfish­ 
ness if not moral turpitude anything 
but pleasant to contemplate in these 
attacks on the character of Mr. R a l s ­ 
ton, and they are rendered all the 
more odious by the remembrance 
that the same pen was disgustingly 
fulsome in praise of the living bank­ 
er. The pick-thank encomiums that 
are now lavished on the breathing Sen­ 
ator Jones and F l o o d and O ’B r i e n 
should admonish 
those gentlemen 
that when they are dead their vir­ 
tues will be written in water by their 
now most obedient servant—the edit­ 
or of the Express. 


From the smallest grain of evil 
great wrongs often grow. It is now 
stated that the Indian outbreak in 
Nevada was occasioned by the refusal 
of a party of miners to pay two Indi­ 
ans for services rendered in searching 
fora mineral ledge. The difficulty thus 
started was fanned by some Mormon 
missionaries and bloodshed followed. 
Something of this nature has been the 
origin of nearly every Indian war in 
California. An Indian or an Indian 
woman has been wronged or abused 
by white men, too manyj of whom 
hold that the red man has no rights 
they are bound to respect, and a war 
follows which sacrifices the lives of 
hundreds. We are no admirer of, or 
apologist for Indians and hold to the 
opinion that they are less dangerous 
when dead than alive, but we believe 
they should be protected in their 
rights and that white men who mie- 
treat them should be punished as rig­ 
orously as if they trespassed on do­ 
main of their white brothers, 


Friends and Supporters. 


The persistant efforts of the Even­ 
ing Express to persuade its limited 
number of readers that the H e r a l d is 
hostile to Senator J o n e s and inimical 
to the Los Angeles 
and Indepen­ 
dence Railroad excites the ridicule of 
all save a little coterie made up of in­ 
dividuals who cannot distinguish the 
difference between toadyism and hon­ 
est endorsement. 
Senator J o n e s has 
no more sincere friends than the stock­ 
holders and editor of the H e r a l d . 
He is fully aware of this and he is al­ 
so aware that the friendship of these 
gentlemen is sincere and true. 
It is 
different, very different, from that 
which was secured by purchase and 
will last only while he dispenses fa­ 
vors. 
No stockholder of the H e r a l d 
nor any one connected with the es­ 
tablishment but would regard as a 
public calamity the failure to com­ 
plete the railroad from Santa Monica 
to this city. It is an enterprise which 
every citizen of Los Angeles desires 
•hall be speedily carried out. The 
H e r a l d has for nearly eighteen 
months lost no opportunity to encour­ 
age the building of the road. Its col­ 
umns contain more articles favoring 
the road than any other two journals 
published in thia city. There have 
been speculative schemes fastened, 
like parasites, on this railroad enter­ 
prise which we have not endorsed and 
our course has been approved by the 
people, but not one word has the H e r ­ 


a l d ever contained in opposition to 


the Los Angeles and Ibdependence 
Railroad. We desire to see the work 
completed as speedily as possible and 
this desire is shared by every gentle­ 
man owning a dollar’s worth of stock 
in the H e r a l d . 


Will Immigration Decrease. 


The question has been asked, will 
not the failure of the Bank of Califor­ 
nia and the ensuing panic have the 
efleet of retarding imm igration to 
California. This is a serious question 
indeed, and upon its answer in a meas­ 
ure depends the prosperity of the Pa- 
eific coast in the near future. It is ar­ 
gued that the people of the States, 
feeling at home the disastrous effects 
of the New York panic of 1873 will nat­ 
urally enough assume the same con­ 
sequences here, and therefore prefer to 
remain where they are. This view of 
the case, however ignores the impor­ 
tant fact that there is in California 
the soundest currency-system iu the 
world. 
She is the great treasure 
house of the world and while her 
mines pour forth their streams of gold 
and silver a protracted specie famine 
Is an impossibility. The Comstock 
Lode alone can supply more coin tharr 
the most avaricious community in the 
world could hoard. For banks to de­ 
cay for lack of coin on this coast is as 
abnormal as for the inhabitants of 
New Orleans to die of thirst. We do 
not of course venture the assertion that 
reckless m anagement and wild specu­ 
lation may not cause re-action aud fi­ 
nancial trouble here as elsewhere. On 
the contrary, we freely acknowledge 
that the late pauic had a deeper cause 
than the mere m istrust endang ered by 
newspaper libels. But the marvelous 
rapidity of the recovery from the 
shock indicates the inherent strength 
of our financial system. Gold is pour­ 
ing into San Francisco at such a rate 
that there will soon be a plethora. On 
the other hand the irredeemable pa­ 
per currency of the States finally 
brought on a panic from which it will 
take years to recover. Two seasons 
have passed since the inauguration of 
the troubles, and the situation is more 
gloomy than ever. 
Time only adds 
to the depression, and relief seems 
more distant than it did twenty-four 
months ago. 
Every branch of industry is indeed 
down to the verge of ruin. The cot­ 
ton and woolen mills, though running 
only half or two-thirds of the time 
and paying reduced wages to opera­ 
tors, are losing money every day. The 
iron and coal interests are in even a 
worse plight, and the suffering among 
the workmen beyond all precedent in 
this country. Commerce drags more 
heavily each week. Failures in all 
the cities are reported on the increase. 
As a necessary consequence money is 
lying idle in the vaults, and the rate 
of interest is lower than ever known. 
There is no confidence among business 
men, and securities of all kinds are 
steadily depreciating, while real estate 
is scarcely saleable at any price. These 
results cannot be truly imputed solely 
to the panic inasmuch as the panic 
was a result and not a cause. The 
evils of their paper money system were 
only discovered when the investiga­ 
tion opened by the panic was inaug­ 
urated. Previously the ship had sail­ 
ed wildly on, and it was only then 
that it was discovered th at she was 
leaking badly, and, in fact,wholly un­ 
seaworthy. 
As has been said the strength of our 
California system and the rottenness 
of that of the States is forcibly illus­ 
trated by the different fates of the two 
great banking institutions which clos­ 
ed doors. 
J a y C o o k e & Co. suspend­ 
ed with liabilities of only four or five 
millions and were allowed to go to the 
wall. The Bank of California closes 
with liabilities of twenty million, and 
immediately the capitalists step for­ 
ward and put the institution in a posi­ 
tion to open in a better condition than 
ever. Indeed the people of the States 
will now have a higher appreciation 
of our hard currency system, and will 
the more anxiously desire to live un­ 
der its benificent influence. 
So far 
from retarding immigration therefore 
the recent financial troubles will tend 
to swell the tide of travel to our shores 
and the capacity of all the lines of 
transportation will be taxed to their 
utmost this Fall and W inter. 


If is gratifying to know that the 
mines of the Pacific coast are still 
pouring out increased streams of the 
precious metals dispite the apparent 
scarcity of coin iu San Francisco 
Since January 1st 1875, the consolidat­

Educate the people, give them rem u­ 
nerative employment, and their mor- 
alcondition is proportionally improv­ 
ed. Amid happy homes, where gaunt 
famine does not sit by the hearth, the 
minister finds his most eager hearers. 
How can weak humanity, groveling 
in filth and worn with hunger, grasp 
the pure morality of Christ. 
In Cali­ 
fornia we have a fair opportunity to 
test the influence of prosperity upon 
the people. Thougli our common­ 
wealth is but newly settled and so­ 
ciety can scarcely be crystalized, the 
moral condition of the masses is very 
gratifying. It is not denied 
that 


there is crime, that blood is frequent­ 
ly shed, for in the sparcely settled 
districts the law of self protection is 
necessarily carried to extremes; but 
on the whole there is no section of the 
United States where the people arc 
more honest aud law abiding. Theft is 
comparatively unknown, 
and

safety of life aud property is more as­ 
sured th an in other sections. Seldom 
indeed is there a case of burglary, 
robbery or even larceny, aud our hab­ 
itations are singularly free from bolts 
and bars.

W a s h in g t o n , D. C., Sept. 10th.—

were manufactured by a single estab­ 
lishment. 
Santa Barbara and San 
Bernardino are increasing the number 
of their colonies rapidly. The aver­ 
age yield is said to be one hundred lbs. 
and the increase one hundred and fifty 
per cent. At 25 cents per pound the 
income is $25 per hive, and besides $8 
to $15 worth of bees. Good stands 
are now selling in San Bernardino for 
$5 to $12 each and they are worth 
about the same here. At the present 
rate of increase it is estimated th at 
there will be in fouryears one million 
stands of bees in theee three counties, 
which will produce annually 100,000,­ 
000 pounds of honey worth $20,000,000, 
which is more than the value of the 
sugar and molasses crops of Louisiana, 
Texas and Florida combined.
